reélection. Few persons who read the debates 
on his case and the articles about 2¢. which 
have appeared in some of the Republican 
papers, Will feél at all surprised if be should 
reappear in Congress very shortly, not only 
without having incurred any discredit in the 
eyes of his constituency, but with a stronger 
hold on their affections than ever. He has 
undoubtedly done a great deal for them 
in every. way... His district is an in- 
tensely black one, and like all very black 
districts, would, if left to itself, have 
fared rather badly mm the earlier periods of 
reconstruction. He worked hard in its polit- 
ical organization, and in establishing schools 
and otherwise providing for the political and 
social training of the colored population, 
and, in fact, has done more to earm his seat 
than niost of the Northerners who have gone 
into political life at. the South. But then 
all this only renders his example in the sale 
of the cadetships the more dangerous. The 
fact that he did it, and that the money went 
to the poor, is likely to make his offence 
seem not only venial in the eyes of the 
colored people all over the South, but even 
praiseworthy. His reélection, therefore, on 
an issue between him and the House, arising 
out of such an offence, will be a greater mis- 
fortune than it seems at first. sight. 

We are apt -to-forget here at the North, 
and we constantly forget in our treatment 
of Southern questions, how very novel our 
whole political machinery is to the newly- 
enfranchised negroes, how very imperfectly 
they understand it, and how hard it. is for 
them to take in our ideas of political duty’ 
as itis understood by those whe have been 
taught it from their. cradles. That a vote is 
not a thing to be. used for a man’s personal 
advantage, like a. lottery ticket, is a thing 
ef which itis hard to.cenvince ignorant 
white men; it is, of course, even harder to 
convince the ‘blacks of it, who have go long 
seen themselves the Victims of selfishness in 
ite most brutal form ; ‘and of course their 
feelings about “the elector’s vote are 


vindication of the way the patronage has, 
in the majority of instances, been used as 
could be desired. It cannot be said, there- 
fore, by. the most ardent politicians, that 
the party would. be a serious loser if the 
nominations were taken away from members 
of Congress altogether, and thrown open to 
general competition under fixed conditions’. 


To those who sincerely desire a change in 
the whole system of appointments in the 
public service, a better opportunity than this 
of making a beginning, and familiarizing 
the public mind with the open competitive 
system, will probably never offeritself. They 
will have less hostility to encounter in mak- 
ing this change than in making any other 
of the kind, and the example, should they 
succeed in making it, will be more effective 
than almost any other that could be selected 
because more conspicuous. The Miltary 
and Naval schools have a strong hold on the 
popular affection. They occupy, and will al- 
Ways occupy, a glorious place in the national 
annals. They supplied, in the late war, the 
solid and uneonquerable reserve of officers 
who, when the political fluff had been blown 
away at the outset of the war, organized 
the victory which closed it. It would 
afflict 6verybody deeply to have them made 
part-of the wares by which trading poli- 
ticians get a livelihood or reward their sup- 
porters. ‘They have not sunk into this con- 
dition yet, or anything approaching to it; 
but a beginning has undoubtedly been made 
in the downward course, as the late investi- 
gations show; and that, unless something is 
done soon, the descent is likely to be rapid, 
there is reason enough to fear, when itis re- 
membered that we have added, and are add- 
ing, to the electoral body large masses of 
voters, whose perceptions on such subjects 
are not of the clearest, and who, as we see 
in the Whittemore case, are not likely to 
thmk much the worse of a member for turn- 
ing a penny by the sale of his privileges, pro- 
yided. he is a good fellow and makes a good 
use of the money. Se

‘The Bar of New-Xerk. 

It will be seen from the statement of: ‘the 
Bar Association, which we publish else- 
where, that the members of the profession 
who recently. met to consult together are 
far from entertaining a desire to keep their 
organization in the hands of a narrow elique. 
It'waa never probable for a moment that 
they ‘would frustrate the sim which they 
have in view by exciting the 1ll-feeling, if 
not the open antagonism, of their profes- 


sional brethren. The present. movement has | 


originated in an earnest desire to free the 


‘Bar from the reproach which has necessarily | 
‘rested upon it, as well as the Judiciary, 
by the conduct of many unworthy members. 


‘There is not an honest and respectable man 


in the City who does not deeply deplore the 


systematic degradation of justice which has 


been witnessed in certain. Courts during the 


last. fow years. There are, no doubt, corrupt 
hirelings who are not ashdmed to come for- 
ward ae.the advocates of Judges whose 
names are a by-word, not only in this country, 
bat all over the civilized world. But every- 
body appraises this advocacy at ite true 
value. When mercenaries calumniate Judges 
who are well known to be honest, and heap 
audacious praise upon those who are notori- 
ously dishonest, no harm whatever is done 
to the cause we are anxious to advance. 
The public know only too well how disas- 
trously the Bench has. been degraded by 
two or three Judges known to every one in 
“Who but feels struck,” said Mr 
Evanrs at the recent of the Bar, 
“in of and of digni- 
ty, when the Jadiciary, which ia the crown 
and honor of his profession, is brought into 
disrepute?” The question does not apply to 
members of the Bar alone. People of all 
classes who are not lost to every sense of 
honer necessarily feel with Mr. Evarts on 
the subject. 

The Bar, however, can do much more than 
laymen towards purifying the Judiciary. 
There can be no doubt that in many cases 
the corrupt Judges are in league with cor- 
rupt lawyers. Thus they help to degrade 
each other. It is a practice in some Courts 
for the Judge to hold an ostentatious con- 
versation with the lawyer employed: on 
one side, for the express purpose of letting 
the client see that his case 1s arranged before” 
hand. The client pays heavily for the ser- 
vices of his influential advocate, and the 
aftair is afterwards easily arranged between 
the persons whe have managed the case, 
This is the sort. of bargain which Mr. 8.J. 
TILDEN probably had in his mind when he 
recently made the following just remarks ; 


“If the Bar is to become merely a method of mak- 
ing money, making it in the most convenient way 
possible, but making it at all hazerds, then the Bar is 
deeraded. If the Baristo be merely an institution 
that secks to win causes, and to win them by back- 
door access te the Judiciary, then it is not only de- 
graded, but it ie corrupt.” 


The perfect and final means of retrieving 
the reputation of the Bar can only be de- 
cided on after long and careful considera- 
tion, but a beginning has been made by the 
settlement of a constitution and by-laws, to 
which no. serious objection is likely to be 
made. They may be.open to improvement 
and revision, but this is a matter 
for future-consideration. If the broad prin- 
ciple is conceded, that. admissions to the 
Bar Association ought not to be made 
indiscriminately, the chief feature in 
the constitution can never become a subject 
of dispute. And without this principle no 
substantial reform seems to be possible. 
What respectable: lawyer does not desire to 
see his profession made more select than it 
is at present?! Which one would,mot be 
glad. to weed out .from the ranks many

ing of the revenues by the elder. BoURBONS. 


-of France; a form of statesmanship venera- 


ble by age, but of ‘late years fallen into dis- 
repute. Its theory was simple yet dompre- |’ 
hensive. The Crown wanted a certain 
amount of money for the maintenance of the 
army and of its own high dignity, and as- 
signed its collection to the Farmer-General— 
@ speculator agreeing to pay into the treas- 
ury the amount called for—leaving to him 
@ liberal discretion as to how he got or 
found the money. If he_ collected 
too little he was obliged to make it good, 
but we have no record that such a disagree_ 
able circumstance ever happened. -If his 
reyenues exceeded the demands of the King” 
he kept the. balance, and it has been re- 
marked. by historians that Farmers-General 


-usually died in the possession of .a fair es- 


tate. Possibly he had his friends, his per- 
sonal interests which he wished to subserve, 
his enemies for whom a sweating process 
might be necessary, or the poor might pay 
the taxes of the rich; but in any event the 
Crown got its revenues, and the long line of 
Bovursons led a comfortable if not a credit- 
able life. 

This we conceive to be not widely differ- 
ent from the financial policy of New-Jersey. 
It has farmed ouf its revenues, and the Far- 
mer-General is the Camden and. Amboy 
Railroad, more lately known as the Consoli- 
dated. Companies. The present generation 
is not much to be blamed for this relic of 
feudalism and Bourbonism. In the old times, 
when railroad enterprise was a perilous ex- 
periment, the companies procured a monopo- 
ly from the Legislature.. They agreed to 
pay tothe State an annual percentage on. 
their -income, the latter contracting 
in consideration thereof not to grant 
a charter to any. competing enter- 
prise. It is not doubted that the com- 
panies haye pail up fairly during the inter- 
vening time, and are willing to keep on with 
equal fairness,—but a year ago the monopoly 
expired by limitation: Its practical power 
remained. The State fears the loss of the 
$900,000 per annum that come into its treas- 
ury from the companies. To permit the con- 
atraction of a competing railroad aeross the 
State would involve this conclumon, and a 
complete revision and reorganization of its 
system of taxation. The $300,000 would be 
transferred to and assessed upon the aggre- 
gate property of the State. A batch of subsid- 
iary farmings out.of therevenue in which the 
State has sold itself and bought its masters, 
‘would be included in ‘the catastrophe. The 
nominal minimum of taxation of which New- 
Jemey boasts ‘would be enlarged. The $60,- 
000 raised by tax for State expenses in 1869 
would be nearer $600,000, and both political 
parties would be staggered by the apparent 
increase. .
